No gam e birds o r annual: may be 
sho t between March 31 and August 1 
if a bill amending the present law is 
passed by the state legislature. The 
measure is pending in the senate and 
its passage is assured in bo th the sen­ 
ate and ho use, acco rding 
to Repre­ 
sentative Ro bert Scho les o f Peo ria, a 
member o f the ho use fish and game 
co mmittee. Even rabbits are pro tect­ 
ed, the intentio n being to give no ex­ 
cuse fo r hunting during the perio d in 
which practically all game except r a b ­ 
bits has been pro tected. Rabbits may 
no t be killed fro m Feb. 1 to Aug. 1.
